AL Part of a Letter from Mr N. Regnart, concern 
ing a Pin found in the Gi^ard of a fowl. 

Sir, 

I Cannot but take notice to you of a particular accident 
that feems to deferve your Obfervation : Which is, 
that in cutting the Stomach or Gizard of a Fowl, finding 
fomething refifted my Knife, upon examining it farther, I 
difcoYer'd it to be a Pin, which the Pullet had fwallowed, 
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and in all probability had lain in her feme, time : For it 
had pierced thro the Membrane on the irifide, and made a 
paflage into the tjhfck part, where it had form'd itfelf a 
Bed. It is obfcrvable, that the headrof the Pin had paft 
thro the firft &rive!rd Memhrane, but ftopt at the fecond, 
which feem'd more thick and Nervous^ fo that the Head 
reraain*d inclofed between the two Membranes, the Body 
of it having made its way into the flethy Mufcular part. 
At the point there was form'd aCA, of the bignefs of a 
frnall Pea, which feem'd a defence, that Nature had made 
to oppofe it, as it was working itfeiffar'theri 

It is not in the Ieaft ftrange that a Pin (houfd lye in the 
flethy parts, iince we "fee a Mufquet-Ball wilHye there a 
confiderable time, without much injuring the part 5 but 
how it mould paft thro the Membranes of the Stomach, 
without obftru&ing its fuh&ions, and l;he Pullet thrive 
well after it, I leave you to determine. 
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
